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2015 ARRL FIELD DAY It’s time to start preparing for ARRL Field Day. Set 


aside June 26 27 28 2015 and come out to Heather 


Ss Farms Park in Walnut Creek. 

_ Field Day (FD) is a national radio event sponsored by 
the ARRL. It is run as a contest but is really test of 

a our skills as Hams to function in a disaster. It is a 


terrific learning opportunity. 


From the ARRL website: the objective is to work as many stations as possible on any and all amateur bands 
(excluding the 60, 30, 17, and 12-meter bands) and to learn to operate in abnormal situations in less than optimal 
conditions. Look at the Field Day pages at http://www.arrl.org . 


Friday June 26 we will start setting up equipment around 12 Noon and hope to have it all up and running by dark 
so we can be on the air for some pre-contest fun and to check all of the equipment. 


Saturday June 27 the contest starts at 11AM and goes for 24 hours. 
Sunday June 28 the contest ends for us at 11AM. We take a 5 minute break and then tear down. 


Sounds like a lot of work? Well yes it can be but there are several up-sides to this: 

You can camp in Heather Farms Park at our site. This is a rare opportunity that only a couple of groups 
have been able to get permission to do. 

You will learn how to put up and take down stations/antennas in a field operating site — just as you may 
have to do in a real emergency. 

You will learn how to listen and get information to/from other stations in a contest pile-up and practice 
your message skills 

YOU DO NOT HAVE TO BE LICENSED TO OPERATE ON FIELD DAY AT THE FD SITE. There will 
be band captains at each station who will put you on the air and act as control operators. That said: you 
may not be able to get onto the hottest band exactly when you want to depending on the # of people wait- 
ing at the same time. 

Here is what we have so far: 

Charlie KG6PHZ is supplying his solar array again. Last year we operated around the clock on it. 

Ben KI6WBH is 40 Meter Band Captain. I believe he is supplying all of his equipment. 

MDARC will have Field Day Banners out for a week in advance at the entrance to Heather Farms Park 

Club is supplying a portable restroom and handwash station. 

A big thankyou to Misa KJ6BUE for all that she has done to coordinate with Heather Farms Park and the 
restroom supplier. 

What we still need: YOU 

Jim AF6PU will be at the FD site to help but is not taking a band this year. Steve KA6SFT has other obliga- 
tions so will not be able to take a band this year. We need band captains for 80 20 15 10 6 2 meters. 
Usually 20/10 go together and 80/15 go together although any configuration is fine. Band captains will 
need to put their stations, including their shelters, together. I will have a rig that can be used for a band 
and we have the tri band beam for 20/10, as well as some wire antennas. 

All of the band captains need help setting up and taking down, as well as keeping on the air round the clock 
if the bands remain open. 40 runs round the clock and 20/15 have been known to stay open all night. 

I need a volunteer to bring and return the club trailer. 

I need a volunteer to coordinate the Electronic logging, and to submit the entry to the ARRL by July 28 
2015. 

I need people to man a information booth, hand out fliers, have visitors sign a log.

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Slow Scan Television (SSTV) from the International Space Station (ISS) 
by Tom Deeble, KA6SIP 


Honoring Yuri Gagarin, the first human to travel 
into outer space (and also complete one orbit), the 
Russian cosmonauts on the International Space 
Station have intermittently been sending slow- 
scan TV images. I received one of the transmis- 
sions on Sunday April 12", around 12:30 AM 
while at Lake Tahoe. I was amazed that it was an 
almost perfect copy. There is one line with some 
noise that I think I created by moving my receive 
antenna around to see how far I could move and 

§ still receive the signal. The downlink frequency 
was 145.800 MHz FM, from a modified Ken- 

m wood D710 running 25 watts. I was using an old 
dual-band ICOM IC-W32A HT with a short Yagi, 
and recorded the audio on a digital audio re- 
corder. I first received the signal near the horizon 
through lots of trees, and ended with the ISS only 
up around 20 degrees. I tested the downlink with a Yaesu VX-6R HT with stock antenna and could hear the 
data. I played back the audio into my PC running MMSSTV to produce the image, specifying the PD180 for- 
mat.

It’s pretty amazing to think that this picture was being sent from the ISS while traveling at 17,500 MPH and up 
250 miles above the earth. 


Some miscellaneous ISS news — Sarah Brightman, the English singer, is in training for a trip to the ISS some- 
time this year - only $52 million dollars for the trip! Will she be singing The Phantom of the Opera from space? 
Also, digital ATV on 2295 MHz is being tested. It is anticipated to be used for live video during ARISS school 
contacts.

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Remote Camera Setup by Tom Deeble, KA6SIP 


There are backup camera systems available for RVs to help in connecting to a trailer or seeing behind a 
motorhome. Most of these are pretty pricey. Looking for something cheaper I experimented with using 
an IP camera that I had been using for remote monitoring over the internet. I realized that the one thing 
missing was a portable router. Staples had one on sale so I gave it a try. The one I bought is a Netgear 
Trek N300 Travel Router. Now I use my laptop or netbook to connect to the portable router (plugs into 
the laptop USB port for power) and in-turn connect wirelessly to the cam via Wi-Fi. I can set the cam 
on the back bumper of the truck when connecting to our trailer, or can set it up behind the trailer 
(pointing to the back of the trailer) to see how I’m doing backing up into a campsite or at the side of our 
house. 


This setup can be used for most any remote monitoring and has good range (> 100 ft). The only thing I 
had to make was to modify a USB cable and one end to connect to the power connector on the cam. 
For power to the cam I use a standard USB power pack like those used to recharge cell phones (mine is 
a PNY 2200 mAh power pack). If someone comes up with an easier or cheaper setup please let me 
know. It may not be as easy as having a built-in camera system, but all of the components have other 
uses as well.

June 5th, 6h & 7th 


Introduction 
The joint SEARC-MDARC campout will take place starting on Friday, June 6th and end on 
Sunday, June 8th at the Sugar Pine Dam Recreation Area. It is one of the most beautiful spots 
in Placer County. This will be a joint venture between the Club and a another group of radio 
amateurs who have meeting for this annual event for this, the 45th year. We are limited to 50 
people at this site so get your reservations in early. 


What The Campsite Provides 


At approximately 3,000 feet above sea level, the campground has water and restroom facilities, 
no hookups, but nice spaces for trailers, tents and motor homes. There are three large barbecue 
pits available at our site as well as a large recessed pit for a grand campfire. There are plenty of 
trees as well as open space for stringing a GSRV and a double extended zepp for your HF station 
if it is your desire to bring one. However there are plans for at least one active HF station from 
WAO6UHA (weather permitting). We will be using the club call, W6PW. Tentatively our stations 
will be active on 40 and 75 meters, during the day on the Noon Time Net frequency of 7268.5 
khz (Friday afternoon and all day Saturday) and at night (Friday & Saturday) on 3952 khz (the 
Western Public Service Net frequency). It's time to pack up and enjoy the great outdoors and 
warm up for Field Day coming three weeks later. VHF and UHF paths for both Bay Area and 
Sacramento television and FM stations are quite good even with simple antennas. Obviously, 
working 2 meters and 440 into Sacramento and the Bay Area repeaters is not difficult especially 
during the early morning hours when path conditions are ideal. Call-in will be on the Mount 
Diablo W6CX 2 meter system 147.06+ PL 100. Alternate system: W6SAR Foresthill 146.745- 
PL 156.7. 


The Sugar Pine Lake is just a 1/2 mile from the campsite. A hiking trail leads to the water 
and connects to another trail that follows the perimeter of the lake. The main swimming area 
is located on the opposite side of the lake and is accessible by hiking or by a 10 minute drive. 


A Chronological Look At The Planned Activities 


Friday, June 5 


Between 12 noon and 1 PM, the forest ranger will arrive to unlock the gate for access to our site. 
The gate will remain open through out our stay. Also during this time and throughout the after- 
noon and the early evening the 145.43- repeater (PL 162.2hz), KUMDD A & C D-star, and 
146.49 simplex will be monitored. When you arrive, park at any of the available spaces. There 
are plenty. That evening, you are on your own for dinner. Use your Weber or the barbecue pits 
provided at the site. 
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Saturday, June 6 
In the morning, you are on your own for breakfast after which, if you desire, join us for a hike to and around the 
lake. Weather pending, the view will be picture postcard as we make our way around. We will pass the swim- 
ming area and cross the dam as we make our way back to Rocky Ridge. The hike should take approximately 2 
hours. 


After arriving back at the campsite, you are on your own for lunch if you desire but most of us would probably 
settle for a tall cold one. Later on you can scrounge around for wood for the campfire that night. Around 4:30 the 
full socializing begins and the bar is open. Bring out the appetizers and munches which is part of the pot luck. 
Also during this time, the host supplied charcoal will be prepared and the barbecue pits will be lit. However, be- 
fore dinner as an idea conceived by Fred Townsend AE6QL, we will have a champagne cork popping contest. 
To participate in this event, bring your own champagne ..4ND NO BOTTLES WITH SCREW-ON CAPS... 
CORK ONLY ! 


As for dinner that follows, the hot coals will be provided for cooking your choice of meat. Please bring out a 
side dish, salad, rolls for dinner and dessert to share, and don't forget there will be great music for everyone's 
taste provided by Dave, WA6UHA. 


After dinner, the camp fire will be started so bring your own marshmallows. The sticks will be provided by the 
campsite. Enjoy the fire as we sing, chat, or whatever you would like to do at this time. Plus we will have a real 
space odyssey with a few astronomical telescopes set up. 


Sunday, June 7 
At approximately 8 am, preparation will be underway for the host provided barbecued pancakes. Two kinds will 
be provided, plain and Oregon Blueberry. After many years of research we were able to come up with a process 
that prevents the pancake batter from seeping through the grill and on to the charcoal. Supply your own bever- 
ages and sides and share if you like. In the late morning, it's cleanup time and we say our good-byes until next 
year. 


Looks Great...Now How Do We Get There?? 


From San Francisco, drive east on Interstate 80 through Auburn and exit at Foresthill. Head east on Foresthill 
Road crossing the mile long panoramic American River Bridge. Continue heading east for about 20 miles and 
you will reach the town of Foresthill. After passing through town continue east for another 10 miles and turn left 
at Sugar Pine Dam Road. There should be sign just before you reach the junction. Once you are on Sugar Pine 
Dam Road (Route 10), follow the road carefully, there are a few turnoffs that can possibly throw you off course. 
If you have any questions while on Foresthill or Sugar Pine Dam road, you should be in simplex range. Monitor 
146.49. The 145.43 (PL 162.2) Auburn repeater should also be available and it will be the primary talk-in to get 
you to the site. In any case, stay on the blacktop. Eventually you approach a junction with the main road going 
slightly to the left and a road going slightly to the right with a gate which should be open for us. This is also the 
junction where route 10 ends as indicated by a sign even though the road continues. As you go past the gate, 
there is a sign posted there marking the reserved group campsites. Follow the signs for the Rocky Ridge site 
which will be reserved for us. The total drive time from San Francisco to the campground should be approxi- 
mately 3 hours if you avoid the Bay Area and Sacramento rush hours.
